Renter's correspondent at the 
French . Headquarters writing on 
July 15 says: Yesterday evening 
UXhile flags were waving and rockets 
{ blazing all over France in honour of 
‘ the national fete the battle for-view. 
i ‘points on the Champagne front was 
yrenewed, on the  Moronvilliers 
" heights, a chain of five fiat-topped 
i hills. linked by high saddles, which 
' dominate the eastern sector of the 
_battle-ficld from Nogent’ la Besse to 
the farther bank of the Suippe.. The 
highest point of the heights is Mont 
Haut. which js nearly a thousand 
feet and which is flanked to the 
east by Teton and Casque and to 
“the west’ by Mont Blond ‘and Mont 
Cornilics,. 
April brougit the French over the 
erést of. the ground but with Ye. 
exception of Mont Cornillet, the 


whole of which the French have held: 


for aome time, the northern slopes 
remain in the hands ¢f the Germans 
‘who obstinately clung on just be-J 
low thé crests In the hope i retain- 
ing them. by a.lucky dash And at 
two points. namely on the saddle 
between Mont Blond and | Mont 
Haut. they, held strong positions 
giving at Teast partial views Over | 
the French side. Oi the battle-4 
field ‘below the Germans 
brought three divisions into the 
‘line and in anticipation of the at- 
tack which was to be made. On 
the whele of the five miles’ front 
_ they carried ont imich work on their 
shelters- and the trenches to the 
north in which the attacking bat- 
| talion’s. reserves were’ massed for 
the assault. The most difficult part 


yo the enterprise, was the capture’ 


‘of Mont Haut which was entrusted 
to a Hanoverian division, who hid 
been specially rehearsed for it. 

»! The Germans, whose artillery was 
strongly reinforced. furiously bom- 
barded the French positions nigh? 
and day -until the sighal. for the 
assault was given at eight in the 
evening. The objectives of the at- 
tacking battalions were carefully 
restricted, An advance of three 
handred yards’ an a front of six 
hundred yards was ordered on Teton. 
During the three or four hours pre 
ceding the attick the ground on 
both sides of the dividing crests 
received as severe a shelling as so 
limited an area has ever received 
in the war.
